We won’t charge more unless we have to pay more, 
and we won’t pay more if we can help it. But'no mat­ 
ter what we pay or when, our selling price will repre­ 
sent nothing more than a legitimate profit upon the ac­ 
tual cost.

Disposing of Dead Hogs 
Inquiry has been made at this 
office as to w hether or not it is 
lawful to haul dead hogs along a 
highway. 
If the hogs have died 
of a contagious or infectious dis­ 
ease hauling them along the high­ 
way is illegal. 
I quote from a 
circular furnished by A. T. Peters, 
the State V eterinarian: 
In the matter of controlling out­ 
breaks of cholera any violations 
of the following provisions of “ An 
Act to prevent the spread of con­ 
tagious 
and 
infectious diseases 
among swine,” should he prompt­ 
ly reported to local authorities 
and compliance 
therew ith 
de* 
manded: 
“ It shall be the duty of the 
owner or person having charge of 
any swine to burn or deeply bury 
in quick lime, the carcasses of all 
lipgs dying of cholera, 
and 
to 
thoroly clean and disinfect by a 
liberal use of air-slacked lime or 
other standard disinfectants, all 
yards and feed lots accessible to 
hogs affected with cholera.” 
“ No person shall convey upon, 
or along any public highway or

Taking into consideration the 
thorough m ethods used by auto- 
jnobile thieves of today in 
dis­ 
guising the car they handle, how 
m any motorists whose machines 
have been stolen can identify their 
property when asked by the police 
to do so? 
The fact that their car was of 
a certain body type, was painted 
a certain color and was shod with 
a certain make of tires means 
nothing when the thief gets thru, 
for if the car is recovered it us­ 
ually has been repainted and vari­ 
ous other changes m ade in its ap­ 
pearance. 
It often happens th a t 
two or three car 
owners 
will 
claim the same machine, and u n ­ 
less one of the num ber has some 
positive feature th a t he can point 
out 
the 
question of ownership 
cannot be settled. 
In the current issue of Motor 
Frederick C. Russell has a tim e­ 
ly article in which several m eth­ 
ods by which positive identifica­ 
tion may be made are explained. 
One is to pull out some of the 
upholstery tacks, slip the own­ 
e r’s visiting 
card 
beneath 
the 
leather and 
then 
replace 
the 
tacks. 
Another is to scratch the 
initials inside the hub cap, or in­ 
side the rim of 
the 
headlights. 
E xtra holes may be drilled and 
screws inserted along the edge of

the initials may be placed on vari­

Still 
another plan is to drill a hole at 
a stated place in the fram e and 
fill it with load.

L ast week I gave you a little talk based on the 
“ kidding” that someone thought they were giv­ 
ing me.

Costs vary in different com m un­ 
ities because of conditions existing affecting 
manufacture, but as to the accusation of profit­ 
eering brought by my waggish friend, w e defy 
him to find it in our shop, or in this city. 
Per­ 
sonally, we would much prefer being b a c k in 
the old days making suits at $18 per— we could 
m ake a little money then. 


J u s t consider these facts in their true light 
and boost for production and then more pro­ 
duction— and, if you are going to need a suit 
soon, BUY IT NOW.
